Romulus ex-victim aids shelter

LisaKay Wojcik of Romulus, 
a longtime victim of domestic 
violence, personally knows the 
impact in today’s society that 
claims “every 12 seconds a wo¬ 
man is beaten by her husband 
or boyfriend.” 

For LisaKay that battle cry 
is not just a series of code 
words - it is a tragic 15 year 
memory that lasted through 
two marriages and over 15 
years. 

During that time period Lis¬ 
aKay gained over 200 pounds 
(reaching an unhealthy 340 
pound level). With it was a 
matching decline in her self 
esteem. 

Now having overcome that 
torturous life style, LisaKay 
boasts a changed image of en¬ 
thusiasm and energy with her 
new slimmed down 130 pound 
-body. 

She is currently working out 
in preparation for her solo 30- 
mile walk- athon beginning at 
8 a.m. May 6 outside the offices 
of Bob Jeanotte Pontiac in 
Plymouth. The walk will travel 
through Plymouth, Westland 


and Livonia. 

LisaKay is seeking to raise 
funds for the First Step domes¬ 
tic violence shelter, a facility 
she has used for refuge in the 
past herself. 

Donations can be sent in 
check form to First Step at 
44567 Pinetree in Plymouth, 
ML 48170. Checks should be 
made out simply to “First 
Step.” 

According to a brief bio¬ 
graphical statement, the 33- 
year-old wife of Richard Phi¬ 
llip Wojcik grew up in Plym¬ 
outh arjd married at the age of 
18. 

Both physical and sexual 
abuse began shortly after her 
first wedding, the statement 
records, and she began losing 
self esteem and gaining mas¬ 
sive amounts of weight. 

During her first stormy 
nine-year marriage, LisaKay 
ended up in hospital emer¬ 
gency rooms 27 times. 

Ten years after her first 
marriage began, LisaKay mar¬ 
ried for the second time. 

In 1996 she realized she had 
to retake control of her life 
and began a weight-loss pro¬ 
gram that cut 210 pounds from 


her oversized body. 

Her second marriage lasted 
only two years and since then 
LisaKay also began a self- 
healing program. 

Two years later she began 
her own company - LisaKay 
Does Matter Inc. and has been 
busy since then promoting 
awareness of domestic vio-

Sullivan 
plans to 
run again

Eleventh District Wayne 
County Commissioner John J. 
Sullivan of Wayne declared he 
will fight to get more county 
services located in the western 
end and will also battle to in¬ 
crease the portion of the 
county’s road funds expended 
here. 

Sullivan, a la^er and first 
term commissioner, repre¬ 
sents Wayne, Romulus, Be¬ 
lleville as well as Canton, 
Sumpter, Van Buren and 
Huron Townships. 

Kicking off his re-election 
bid last Thursday, Sullivan 
said he will work to bring sat¬ 
ellite ofiices of the Friend of 
the Court. Register of Deeds, 
County Treasurer and County 
Clerk to Western Wayne 
County. 

“Area residents have to 
travel 20-40 miles to downtown 
Detroit, then battle to find a 
parking space every time they 
need to pay property tax bills 
or conduct other county busi¬ 
ness,” Sullivan said. 

He also plans to push for re¬ 
gional transportation includ¬ 
ing a light rail system from 
Metro Airport to downtown 
Detroit. 

Sullivan said he worked 
hard to ensure that one third 
of the entire Wayne County 
road budget was spent in west¬ 
ern communities last year and 
he plans to push for even a 
greater amount in 2000. 

He said if the road funds 
were distributed evenly, the 
area would only receive about

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Robinson may face flak 
during confirmation vote

With financial and political 
issues swirling around the ter¬ 
minals and runways of Detroit 
Metro Airport, Wayne County 
Executive Ed McNamara has 
selected a financial specialist 
to handle the airport director 
duties for the coming years. 

The designate to replace 
two year airport director 
David Katz is Lester W. Robin¬ 
son of Belleville. He will offi¬ 
cially Assume the airport post 
on May 1. 

Wayne County Commis- 
siorners still have to confirm 
trfe nomination. Some ex¬ 
pressed opinions they would 
/like McNamara to widen the 
'search for a successor - and 
even said they “may even vote 
against the appointment” if it 
could sway the county execu¬ 
tive’s choice. 

But at this early point it 
looks as if Robinson will still 
win out. 

County leaders state that 
Robinson “comes to the job 
with a strong auditing and fi¬ 
nancial background, along 
with experience as a former 
deputy director of Airports at 
Metro and Chief Financial Of¬ 
ficer for the County of Wayne. 

Robinson, 48, also is the 
first African American to be 
named head of the airports. 

McNamara declared that 
Wayne County is “very fortu¬ 
nate” that Robinson has ac¬ 
cepted the appointment. 

Robinson also is the 1998 
winner of Crain’s Black Busi¬ 
ness Leadership Award. 

Observers took partisan 
sides on McNamara’s appoint¬ 
ment - with many top Demo¬ 
crats praising the choice and 
various Republicans and some 
others - including some Demo¬ 
crats - criticizing a lack of a 
thorough search for a suc¬ 
cessor to Katz. 

State Sen. Glenn Steil (R- 
Grand Rapids) - co-chair of 
; the legislative committee in- 
■ vestigating possible mis¬ 
management at Metro Airport 
- slammed McNamara for not 
doing a “nationwide” search 
for a new airport director. 

An independent political 
thinker upon hearing Steil’s

comment said “nation¬ 
wide...heck McNamara didn’t 
even do a house by house 
search...it seems more like a 
room by room check!” 

Meanwhile local State Rep. 
Ray Basham (D-Taylor), also a 
member of the state’s airport 
committee, revealed he did 
not know Robinson personally. 

But Basham said, “I know 
he has a daunting task before 
him with the massive construc¬ 
tion of the midfield terminal 
due to be completed next year. 
Plus he will need to do it while 
trying to keep the Republicans 
off his back.” 

But McNamara and other 
key county leaders continue to 
stress Robinson’s quality fi¬ 
nancial background, partic¬ 
ularly since the airport’s 
operations credibility is under 
such scrutiny. 

They cite that Robinson was 
president and CEO of First In¬ 
dependence Corp. prior to 
starting Capital Financial Ad¬ 
visors International. 

McNamara claims Robin¬ 
son’s “reputation for fiscal in¬ 
tegrity reaches to Lansing and 
beyond” ... based on the fact 
that Gov. John Engler’s admin¬ 
istration appointed him to a 
review team working y^ith a fi¬ 
nancially troubled community 
from 1996-99. 

Robinson vowed “my pri¬ 
mary objective is to continue 
David Katz’ customer service 
agenda and to ensure that the

formation about coverage. 

Medicaid is often confused 
with Medicare, a federal 
health care program run by 
the Social Service Administra¬ 
tion. A person may receive 
Medicare and Medicaid. Medi¬ 
caid may help pay expenses 
not covered by Medicare. 

Healthy Kids is a Medicaid 
program that provides health 
care coverage for pregnant wo¬ 
men, infants and children to 
help them stay healthy. 
Healthy Kids covers women 
during pregnancy and the first 
two months after the preg¬ 
nancy ends. 

Infants may be eligible for 
up to one year after birth. Chil¬ 
dren may be covered up to age 
19. 

Applicants for Medicaid 
programs, including Healthy 
Kids are made at any local 
Family Independence Agency 
office in person or by mail.

Implants: A preferred replacement for a single lost tooth 

Sometimes a person, through an accident or other injury, may lose a single 
tooth in the mouth without injury to any of the other teeth.

When it comes to Inkster Schools, 
veteran writer and Inkster watcher 
Ibm Mooradian and I have totally dif¬ 
ferent viewpoints. We both agree ac¬ 
tion needs to be taken, but the type 
of action, there’s where we differ. 

Mooradian says the State ought to 
step in and fund Inkster Schools’ 
deficits. He lays the blame squarely on 
Governor Engler’s broad shoulders 
and thinks the new policies of his ad¬ 
ministration over the last six years will 
destroy public schools. 

I think the State is the last solution 
Inkster wants to consider. Surely, if the 
State were to step in, local autonomy, 
as in Detroit, would be lost. Mayor 
Hampton might end up running the 
schools, or more likely, Inkster would 
become a part of the Wayne-Westland 
school district 

Mooradian thinks the School Board 
ought to be recalled for what he calls a 
gutless decision to hire a for profit 
company to operate the school system. 
He sees disaster. He sees long term 
school teachers being fired and the 
demise of union representation. 

I think the School Board acted 
courageously. They had few choices 
and no money to pay off their deficit 
They knew a state t^eover was emi¬ 
nent and wanted Inkster students to 
go to Inkster Schools, not Wayne-West¬ 
land. To choose the Edison Project to 
operate the school system is indeed 
bold and unusual, but the School 
Board remains intact to oversee and 
fire Edison if they don’t like what they 
see. 

Mooradian says the Edison Project 
is incapable of running a school sys¬ 
tem. They have operated schools in 


the past 
with mixed 
results but 
a whole sys- 
tem they 
have at¬ 
tempted only once, and that was in 
Minnesota with lousy results. 

I think Mooradian’s arguments have 
merit, but why look a gift horse in the 
mouth? Edison promises to pay off the 
deficit and pour millions of dollars in¬ 
to the school system. They promise 
every pupil will have a computer. If 
they don’t live up to their promises 
Mooradian will be there to record and 
the School Board will act responsibly 
and give the Edison Project the boot 

Mooradian worries that this is the 
beginning of the end of public schools. 

I don’t see it Most schools in West¬ 
ern Wayne and in suburban Detroit 
are healthy both financially and acad¬ 
emically. Through years of misman¬ 
agement, Inkster has seen its viability 
erode. The advent of charter schools 
has taken hundreds of students out of 
Inkster That coupled with the fact that 
Inkster is a tiny district among big fish¬ 
es, has not made life easy for the once 
vibrant school system. 

Let me point out that Tom Mooradian 
is usually right We have bet for cof¬ 
fee on numerous occasions over the 
last several years and I would trade 
his winning percentage with mine any 
day. But being the optimist I always 
am. I’m hoping this time I win the cof¬ 
fee. Inkster deserves to have its own 
school system and I’m praying that the 
Edison Project can operate a system 
we all, even Mooradian, can be proud 
of 



Romulus will be a changing

CAP effort and a League of 
Women’s Voters. 

And finally with even Gov. 
John Engler and Detroit Mayor 
Dennis Archer excited over the 
Michigan trade possibilities with 
China..various local sources feel 
that could also lead to an influx or 
oriental families moving closer to 
Detroit Metro Airport because of 
the increased physical and busi¬ 
ness needs adjacent to the trade 
zone. 

They state what is closer to the 
airport than Romulus? 

It won’t be the first time that 
housing developments changed 
the business, social and residen¬ 
tial complexion of a city. 

Thus it may no longer be a bat¬ 
tle between “old and new” Romu¬ 
lus - since those changes brought 
about in the early 80’s have al¬ 
ready been blurred. 

It will be talk of the new mil¬ 
lennium. 
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Protesters ignored school election 


In a monster movie, unless the 
hero or heroine destroys the mon¬ 
ster and its breeding grounds, you 
know there will be a sequel

Apparently this fact of life es¬ 
caped the leaders of Westland's 
city call recall movement Out to 
remove four city council mem¬ 
bers, the recall group just missed 
a chance to drain the black lagoon 
where city council creatures 
breed: the Wayne-Westland school 
board. 

At last count the school board 
had produced five of the seven 
city council members, including 
all four of the recall targets. 

Yet when Monday's 4 p.m. 
school board election candidate 
filing deadline expired, no recall 
members had filed to run in the 
June 12 election, when two seats 
will be up for grabs. 

Instead, the four seats will be 
contested by Lee Ann Deniston, 
appointed board member 
Richard Eisiminger, Cynthia 
Schofield, and perennial candi¬ 
date Marshall Wright 

While I don't know anything 
about Ms. Deniston, the other 
three candidates represent the 
status quo, especially Eisiminger, 
who spoke against the recall divi¬ 
siveness, called for unity, and 
praised the council recall targets' 
goals for the city at a recent city 
council meeting. Since then, three 
of the targeted council members 
flip-flopped on their major goal, 
building a new city hall and recre¬ 
ation center, and took up the re¬ 
call group's goal, lowering taxes 
and spending remaining tax rev¬ 
enues on improving roads and 



city services, without a peep from 
Eisiminger 

Eisiminger's failure to de¬ 
nounce the three council mem¬ 
bers for selling him out, and 
Eisiminger's failure to unify with 
the council and recall group be¬ 
hind the tax reduction and plans 
to improve roads and city ser¬ 
vices, says volumes about his po¬ 
litical allegiances and his sinceri¬ 
ty about unity. He's for the status 
quo, whether or not they flip-flip, 
and against the reformers, right 
or wrong. In other words, he's at¬ 
tached to Westland's political ma¬ 
chine that the recall group is try¬ 
ing to dump. 

Likewise Cynthia Schofield 
served with Eisiminger on a com¬ 
mittee that helped pass a $108.3 
million bond issue for remodeling 
school buildings and installing a 
district-wide computer network 
for students and staff. 

While the bond has done noth¬ 
ing to benefit student perfor¬ 
mance, the bond has served as a 
convenient shield for the school 
board to hide its poor job. Instead 
of working to replace easygoing 
"progressive" teaching methods 
with rigorous drill and a return to 
basics, the board has redefined its 
mission as overseeing the spend¬ 
ing of the bond. That's it Spend 
the bond. Forget improved stu¬ 
dent performance. Protect the 
status quo. 

Full of good intentions, Mar¬ 
shall Wright has never contradict¬ 


ed the school boards' priorities. 
Progressive education is no less 
his bag than the school boards. 
Though he's not part of 
Eisiminger and recall target 
Councilman David Cox's clique, 
he's certainly no threat to the sta¬ 
tus quo. 

With the possible exception of 
Lee Ann Deniston, Wayne-West¬ 
land schools will remain in need 
of reform for two more years, and 
the school board seems doomed 
to remain a spawning ground for 
Westland's ruling political ma¬ 
chine. 

By ignoring the school board 
elections, the recall movement 
lost a lot of credibility by blowing 
a chance to demonstrate its com¬ 
mitment to the betterment of the 
community. By sticking to recall¬ 
ing four city council members, the 
recall appears to be a one-trick 
pony Real reform means cleaning 
up the entire community, espe¬ 
cially its worse problem, Wayne- 
Westland schools, which short¬ 
changes too many students. 

At worst, without the recall dri¬ 
ve the city council majority would 
have cost citizens an extra $85 a 
year to pay for empire building. 
But the mayor and council major¬ 
ity wisely backed down from their 
grand building plans, leaving only 
two serious issues on the table: 
reducing extravagant employee 
perks and compensating former 
Clerk Pat Gibbons, who was ap¬ 
parently dismissed for whistle 
blowing. 

But the Wayne-Westland school 
board, which oversees significant¬ 
ly more than money than West¬ 
land's city council, directly affects 
14,5(X) students each day. Real re¬ 
form, like city council careers, 
must start there. 


Why not legal protection for adulterers? 


The gay community in South¬ 
eastern Michigan is up in arms 
over a couple of developments 
perceived by them as “anti-gay.” 

Mayor Tbm McMillin of Auburn 
Hills is leading a fi^t to defeat 
city ordinances designed to give 
gays legal protection against dis¬ 
crimination as well as repealing 
such ordinances in cities that 
have already passed them.

He is now turning his 
attention to an ordinance pro¬ 
posed in Royal Oak. In the Fbm- 
dale contest, the group was fi¬ 
nanced by the large national 
group American Family Associa- 
tioa 

To add fuel to the fire. Royal 


Oak has been experiencing above 
average disturbances at two liquor 
serving establishments frequent¬ 
ed by gays. An obscure 1965 ordi¬ 
nance has been discovered (al¬ 
though not being enforced) that 
prohibits such establishments 
from being frequented by or be¬ 
come meeting places for “prosti¬ 
tutes, homosexuals, vagrants or 
any person known to engage in 
drugs or other illegal activities.” 

Gay activists want the refer¬ 
ence to homosexuals stricken 
from the ordinance. No 
spokesperson for prostitutes has 
yet come forward. 

Many Christians accept the 
Bible’s description of homosexu¬ 
ality as an “abomination” and op¬ 
pose any laws aimed at granting 
social acceptance to it But then 
the Bible also describes adultery 
as an abomination including it in 



the top 10 of God’s laws (the 10 
Commandments), where homo¬ 
sexuality is not Why is there no 
national movement to protect 
adulterers from discrimination? 

The obvious answer is that 
adultery has become, not just so¬ 
cially acceptable, but even glori¬ 
fied in soap operas, movies, and 
videos. Adultery needs no “protec¬ 
tion” because there is no discrimi¬ 
nation. Indeed, the top elected of¬ 
ficial in the land is an admitted 
adulterer (and probably a rapist) 


but maintains his popularity be¬ 
cause people mistakenly believe 
he is somehow responsible for the 
current economic prosperity. 

The president has one open ho¬ 
mosexual in his cabinet The first 
lady crusades for the United Na¬ 
tions Covenant on the Rights of 
Children, which (among other 
things) would lower the legal age 
of sexual consent to 12. This is 
vigorously supported by a bunch 
of pedophiles organized as NAM- 
BLA (the North American Man 
Boy Love Association), a rarely

Gifting Clubs: a new twist to the age-old pyramid scheme

Do you have a friend or fam¬ 
ily member who wants to “let 
you in on the ground floor’* of a 
fantastic business oppor¬ 
tunity? Think twice if the op¬ 
portunity involves making an 
initial “gift.” According to the 
Better Business Bureau, pyra¬ 
mid schemes are resurfacing 
with a new twist. The latest 
versions are called “gifting 
clubs or “giving.” To join the 
club, consumers are asked to 
make a contribution to the 
highest-ranking members, 
with titles such as captain or 
chairperson. 

Gifting club promoters usu¬ 
ally target closely-knit social 
and religious organizations, 
encouraging participants to 
bring in friends and relatives 


to help them assume a higher 
position in the ranks. In reality 
the clubs are nothing more 
than illegal pyramid schemes. 

The problem is, like most 
pyramid schemes, illegal gift¬ 
ing clubs must continually re¬ 
cruit ever-increasing numbers 
of members to survive. When 
the supply of people runs out, 
the pyramid collapses, and 
most people at the bottom of 
the pyramid lose their money. 

If you’re approached about 
joining a club but you aren’t 
sure if it’s an illegal gifting 
club, the BBB and the Federal 
Trade Commission remind you 
to: 

* Consider that a legitimate 
gift has no strings attached and 
is not an “investment.” 

* Avoid being misled into 
thinking a gifting club is legiti¬ 
mate because the ads say that 


members consider their pay¬ 
ments a gift and expect noth¬ 
ing in return. This is an 
attempt to make an illegal 
transaction look legal. 

* Be wary of success stories 
or testimonials of tremendous 
payoffs. Very few members of 
illegal gifting clubs or pyramid 
schemes ever receive any 


money. 

* Take your time. Don’t 
buckle under to a high- 
pressure sales pitch that re¬ 
quires you to join immediately 
or risk losing out on the oppor¬ 
tunity. Remember, solid oppor¬ 
tunities - and solid friendships 
- aren’t formed through nerve- 
wracking tactics.

Pontiac’s all-new 2000 Bon¬ 
neville takes “Luxury With Atti¬ 
tude” to a new level. Redesigned 
from the ground up, Bonneville 
boosts all new architecture, with 
major advancements in design, 
engineering, and technology. It is 
truly a different kind of sports 
sedan driving machine. 

SSEi, Pontiac’s flagship, takes 
performance and feature content 
to a whole new level with a stan¬ 
dard V6 supercharged engine that 
provides you with the perfor¬ 
mance of a VS. You don’t even 
have to try to squeal the tires, it 
just happens. While stopped at a 
red light, with just the touch of my 
toe as the light changed to green, 
this baby just took of like some 
sort of space shuttle.
